Instead of having controls that work, we now have 
a law which our present Congress never intended 
should be permitted to operate in any other way than 
to systematize and make it easy to raise prices still 
higher. As matters now stand nothing is controlled by 
the present so-called control law, except controls them- 
selves. Under the present law prices can be raised to 
the most extreme limit that the traffic will bear. 

Under this evil law such a thing as a roll-back of 
prices to where they were at the time the Korean war 
broke out is impossible. All that the law provides for 
is to legalize further price increases by simply pointing 
out that other price increases have taken place. As there 
are very few items whose prices are not raised anybody 
can prove they are entitled to a price increase and for 
every price increase that is thus established under the 
present law additional foundations are established for 
still further price increases. 

With such a law in force the only function that anv 
price regulation board could possibly perform would 
be to proceed to boost prices upward in compliance with 
this inexcusably bad law. It is a law that does just the 
opposite of what the American people have been clam- 
oring for, namely stopping further price increases. It 
has decontrolled all existing controls. It is far worse 
than no control law at all. It prohibits controls. 


_ Where Our Money Goes 


Since we are all being pretty heavily taxed to main- 
tain the present war program of our government it can- 
not fail to have much interest for all of us to get at least 
some enlightenment in regard to where this money is 
going. One of the excessively large items of outlay is 
that of financing new plants to produce enormous quan- 
tities of war supplies. Remember that these expendi- 
tures are not for the supplies themselves but to equip 
existing firms with the means required to produce these 
supplies in order to be sold back to our government in 
completed form later on. 

These donations to private firms add up in the bil- 
lions that are being supplied from money raised by tax- 
ing all of us. After that we will be expected to supply 
more billions to enable these recipients of free plants to 
start manufacturing the goods and supplies which our 
government has already assured them it will want in 
fantastically large quantities. Hence by that time these 
favored firms should be in a wonderful position to coin 
more money for themselves than they ever did before 
in all their lives. 

If this is not the most brazen graft of all times, then 
what is it? In the name of war and preparation for us 
to enlarge on our war activities new crops of million- 
aires and even billionaires are being produced before 
our very eyes. We are all helping with forced liberality 
to pay for this show. 


Snooping for Issues 


Politicians are buzzing about these days with ear- 
marks of trying to locate some issues for 1952 that the 
common herd will fall for. Quite an assortment of the 
most bogus issues ever presented in any campaign are 
being tossed about as feelers. A national campaign is in 
the making but the political manipulators seem badly 
confused in determining in what-direction to turn. Some 
think the trick can be turned by a fusilade of smear-and 
are making their plans accordingly. Others are wonder- 
ing what the American people are really thinking about 
and are speculating about what issues they can advocate 
that will interest the average voters. As yet, however, 
most of them are wandering about very much in the 
dark. 

: By the time the next election rolls around in 1952 
it may become clear to most of those who are snooping 
so ferociously for suitable campaign issues on which to 
ride into office, that in times like we are now: living in 
at present our American people are liable to be doing a 
little thinking themselves that may produce the issues 
of 1952. One issue that is already clear as daylight is 
that a large majority of the present Congress is com- 
posed of members wholly unfit to represent anybody 
else than big business. All that most of them have done 
is to pass laws that have favored the rich and mulcted 
the poor. Hence such representatives richly deserve to 
be voted out of office. Unless these faithless servants are 
replaced by others, who really represent the best inter-

“Help your employer to help 


you,” is a good slogan for every- 
one who is working in a job cov- 
ered by Social Security. 

Your employer is required by - 
law to report your wages every 
three months for crediting to your 
Social Security account. He is sup- 
posed to enter your correct name 
and Social Security account num- 
ber on each report. If he fails to 
tugn in the correct name and num-e 
ber, he receives letters from the 
Social Security Administration con- 
cerning his failure to do so. This 
additional correspondence is time- 
consuming and expensive for your 
employer. 
proper credit on your Social Se- 
curity account so that you and your 
family will get all the benefits due 
you, but he cannot do it unless you 
help.

You should show your Social Se- 


curity card to your employer im- | 
mediately when you go on a new 
job, so that he can be sure he has 
the correct information for report- 
ing your wages. If you have lost 
your card or are going on your 
first job and have never had one, 
you should apply at the nearest 
Social Security office. If you don’t 
live in a town where an office is 
located, you can get an application 
blank at any post office and mail 
it to the Social Security office. 
The same application blank can 
be used for getting a new card with 
your same account number if you 
have lost your card, or to apply 
{for a number if you have never 
had one. “Help your employer to 
help you,” so that you and your 
family will get all the Social Se- 
curity benefits for which you and 
your employer have paid. —

Washington.—The AFL threw a 
big road bloc in the path of the 
campaign to repeal the Federal In- 
come Tax Amendment (16th) and 
substitute a provision limiting fed- 
eral income taxes to 25 per cent. 

George Riley, legislative repre- 
sentative, told the AFL Executive 
| Council that the AFL campaign of 
| Opposition by state federations be- 
gan last spring when 25 states had 
| approved the so-called ‘“Million- 

aires’ Amendment.” 

| Approval by only 32 states was 
needed to put the amendment 
through by a constitutional conven- 
tion—a device unused since the 
Constitution was written. 

' Mr. Riley said that as a result of 
AFL state federations’ actions state 
legislatures repealed or governors 
vetoed the “Millionaires’ Amend- 
ment” in so many states that the 
amendment now has the approval 
of only 14 states. 

These are Delaware, Florida, In- 
diana, Kansas, Maine, Massachu- 
setts, Michigan, Mississippi, Nevada, 
New Hampshire, New Jersey, Penh- 
sylvania, Utah and Wyoming. 

The campaign to repeal the 16th 
Amendment has been under way by 
the American Taxpayers Associa- 
tion for 15 years. Only “Labor,” the 
railroad brotherhoods’ weekly news- 
paper, had fought to halt the re-

| Federal employment will be added 


to any social ‘security credits pre- 
viously earned by working in pri- 
vate industry. This will enable 
many workers to continue building 
their social security account, de- 
spite a shift from private to Fed- 
eral employment. 

The 19550"amendments also 
brought other groups under Social 
Security coverage for the first 
time. Among these are the self- 
employed (except for certain pro- 
fessional people), regularly em- 
ployed farm workers, and regu- 
larly employed household workers. 
In addition, ceftain non-profit or- 
ganizations may become covered 
on a voluntary basis, and state and 
local government groups may be 
brought under the law if they are 
not already under a _ retirement 
system, and if the state agrees to 
cover them. 

Easier qualification requirements 
and increased benefit payments 
were among the other advantages 
in fhe new law. Benefits now range 
from a minimum of $20 a month 
to a maximum family payment of 
$150 per month. A person between 
the age of 65 and 75 may now ac- 
cept his social security benefit 
while earning as much as $50 a 
month in covered employment. 
After age 75, he may accept the 
benefit payment regardless of the 
amount of his earnings.

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Labor Backing 
Fight to Kill 
P.G. Sales Tax 


Leaders of key unions in the 
Monterey area have thrown full 
support to the move in Pacific 
Grove to kill the new sales tax 
which is scheduled to go into effect 
on Oct.. 1. Initiative petitions to 
bring the tax before the voters for 
approval or rejection will be cir-. 
culated. 

Labor union officials are active 
On a Citizens Committee against 
the tax and the Building Trades 
Council, Central Labor Council, 
Fish Cannery Workers Union, Culi- 
mary-Bartenders Union, Laborers 
Union and others have gone on rec- 
ord in opposition to the tax. 


James. Dunn, Pacific Grove. busi- 
ness man, is spearheading the cam- 
paign against the tax and said for- 
mal notice has been filed with the 
city clerk of intention to circulate 
petitions for repeal of the tax. A 
repeal ordinance was filed with the 
city-also, 

Circulation of the petitions will 
be launched at a “kickoff break- 
fast” at Forest Hill Hotel in Pa- 
cific Grove on Sept. 29, with labor 
unions, leading merchants and bus- 
inessmen joining in the petition ef- 
fort. Many volunteers have offered 
assistance, 

Under the law the repeal ordi- 
nance is filed with the city and a 
21-day wait is necessary before pe- 
tition circulation is started. Peti- 
tions must get 15 per cent of regis- 
tered voters who voted in the last 
election to qualify. The city coun- 
cil, upon receipt of the petitions, 
can adopt the repeal ordinance or 
must call a special election on the 
subject matter no longer than 60 
days later, Dunn said. 

The cities of Carmel and Mon- 
terey have adopted sales taxes 
also. In Carmel, a similar move for 


repeal of the tax is being started.. 


No such move has been reported 
in Monterey.

BIG NEED, CAN’T AFFORD IT 

Ewing pointed out that these are | 
“people with more than average | 
need for hospital care and less than 
average ability to pay for it”. Even 
if they could afford it, Ewing said, | 
most cf these people could not get | 
private insurance because of age 
or because most private policies 
are on a group basis available 
mostly to wage earners. 

Ewing said the cost of the bene- 
fits, about $200 million a year, can 
bé taken care of with’ no increase | 
in present social security payments. | 
If the same amount were distrib- | 
uted in cash benefits, he said, each 
récipient would get only about $3! 
a month, which would be of little 
help in meeting emergencies. He | 
pointed out that the average hos- 
pital stay for people over 65 costs 
as much as their benefit checks for 
five or six months. 

STATE HEALTH AGENCIES 

Doctors’ bills would not be cov- 
ered by the plan, but hospitals and 
wellare agencies would be relieved 
of the financial burden of having 
to carry the expense of hospital | 
care for so many families unable | 
to meet the heavy cost of illness, | 
Ewing said. 

The plan would be admistered : 
through the states, generally by the 
already ‘established public health | 
agency of the state, he said.

Four key proposals for improve- 
ments ,in the wholesale industry 
contracts of Butchers Union 506 in 
Santa Clara, San Benito, Santa 
Cruz and Monterey counties were 
decided upon at an all-day meet- 
ing last Saturday of butcher work- 
| ers employed in wholesale plants 
; of the area. 
| The slaughter house workers, 
| jobbing house workers, sausage 
| kitchen workers, by-product plant 
| workers, boning plant workers, and 
| service sales drivers, at the mass 
|meeting held in San Jose Labor 
Temple, agreed that the new con- 
tracts should contain: 

1. Provision for an increase of 
$6 per week for ali classifications. 

2. New classifications for those 
employed in boning plants, 

8. A four-day workweek for 
service (sausage) sales drivers, 
| with no deliveries on Wednesdays, 
| Saturdays, Sundays, or holidays. 

4. Improved working conditions 
for all groups. 

Earl A. Moorhead, executive sec- 
|retary of the union, said that the 
|contract proposals for the retail 
industry contracts will be an- 
nounced next week. 
| Negotiation of the Santa Cruz 
retail contract will start Septem- 
/ber 20. Complete revision of the 
Santa Cruz pact, in order to make 
it conform to that elsewhere in 
| Local 506’s jurisdiction, will be 
| sought in the coming negotiations.
